Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's argument that the newly added amendment to claim 2 does not necessitate a new search 
(Remarks, page 1) is not persuasive, because the newly amended claim 1 presents a different lamp system having a NEW combination of 
a base including (specifically) a neck, a shade including (specifically) a lip sitting in the neck, a coupler (specifically) including a head 
portion for seating within the shade, and a cup unitary with the heat portion. The embodiment disclosed in claim 6 is different from the 
lamp system of claim 1 and comprises a base and a shade which do not require particular structures (e.g. a neck on the base and a lip on 
the shape). 


Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that one of ordinary skill 
would not have derived any motivation whatsoever from the teaching of Lin to make a coupler (6) of Lin unitary with a cup (5) (Remarks, 
page 2) is not persuasive, because unification of the coupler and the cup will result in a unit module that includes a shade placed 
permanently between the coupler an the cup. The shade of the unit module is still removably connected to a base by using a securing 
means (8). Forming/unifying plural components into a single module reduces the total number of parts of the device for handling and 
assembling. Therefore, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form the 
coupler and the cop of Lin into a single module, for the purpose of reducing the time and money for the handling and assembling 
processes.
